Egyptian wheat is easily disting- 
uished by its branched head. This 
character gives it the appearance of 
being very productive, but as a mat- 
ter of fact it does not yield as well 
as the commonly grown varieties of 
good bread wheats. It is of very 
poor milling and baking quality; for 
bread-making it is very undesirable. 


If Egyptian wheat or any other 
wheats of the same type were grown 
to any extent in Alberta it would 
have a most depressing effect on both 
the local and foreign markets. Our 
export grain containing mixtures of 
such varieties would have lower 
milling and baking qualities, as well 
as commercial grade. High and uni- 
form in Canadian export grain is now 
more *necessary. than ever, since the 
struggle in the world grain markets 
“|grows more severe every year.— 
University Bulletin. ~

“Give me, O Lord, my pigs and my 
chickens and cows, my health and my 
strength and my faith. I am not mak- 
ing money but I am _ not losing so 
much that I face disaster and hun- 
ger. I live on thrde bounteous meals 
a day. These Thou hast provided, 
whatsoever happens.

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SOME PHASES OF 
BRITISH ECONOMICS 


The unemployment figures for 
Great Britain for the week ending 
March 9 were 2,691,791, an increase 
of more than 50,000 over the  pre- 
vious week. Mr. Snowden stated 
recently in the House of Commons 
that the government felt it neces- 
sary that the national financial 
position should be placed before the 


country. He was compelled to find, 
he said, either by taxation or by 
borrowing £100,000,000 a year for 


the unemployed, which was wholly 
an additional charge as compared 
with normal times, and which com- 
pletely upset his budget. 


Approximately one-quarter of the 
employable population of the coun- 
try is being supported in idleness at 
a higher standard of life than is 
possible for those at work in most 
other countries. The iron, steel, 
coal and_ ship-building industries 
share with the textiles, wool and 
cotton, the dubious distinction of 
having the largest proportion of 
unemployment in the country. All 
these industries are primarily  ex- 
port trades and must sell their pro- 
ducts in the markets of the world 
and compete against the product of 
cheap labor and lax working  con- 
ditions. There are many thousands 
of men of these industries who are 
out of work today and have little 
prospect of ever getting back their 
jobs again. It is a pathetic sight to 
see such places as Bridgeton Cross, 
Glasgow, crowded with unemployed 
men day after day. They have 
nothing to do after signing on at

Every experimental farm will 
be equipped to make this test, and 
farmers will be taught how to ex- 
tract a small amount of blood from 
their hens without injuring them. 
The blood will be placed on a little 
the slide mailed to the near- 
est laboratory, and the test made.

Where this has been 
done the mortality of the disease has 
been reduced from twenty to five per 
cent.
